The Political Rights of Women 


MRS. MARY L. McLENDON, Editor 
| President Georgia Woman’s Suffrage Association 


THE W. C. T. U. AND WOMAN SUF- 
FRAGE. 

I was disappointed in finding the 
two columns devoted by The Atlanta 
| Constitution to the woman's suffrage 
| ‘department filled last Sunday by some- 
thing entirely foreign to that most in- 
teresting subject. 

Inquiring, I learned u the office 
cat, the gopher or some other equally 
responsible body, had disposed of my 
Sunday's message to the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union of Geor- 
gia. The W. C. T. U. In the ten free 
states, and in the territory of Alaska, 
have accomplished a great work in 
aiding the woman suffragists to secure 
the ballot for the women, regardless 
of “race, color or previous conditions 
of servitude.” 

I reminded them that Rosalind, the 
Countess of Carlisle, president of the 
world’s W. C. T. U. has all along 
avowed her beliet in the right the 
justice and expediency of giving the 
ballot to all women, and of her daugh- 
ter, who represented her noble mother 
at the ninth triennial convention of 
the World's Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union, held at Brooklyn, N. ¥., 
October 23-28, 1913, and also ‘of the 
Hon. Jeffrey Howard, son of the Count- 
ess of Carlisle, who had come over to 
America with his sister to show how 
he honored his mother and sister and 
the great cause which they represent 
as officers of the world W. C. T. U. 
He said, “The work you are carrying 
on in this country is absolutely in 
common with that which we in our 
politics are trying to put through in 
our country,” etc 

I told them of the franchise demon- 
stration which showed the progress of 
“Votes for Women" in foreign coun. 
tries, how Rey, Anna Howard Shaw, 
president of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, and Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, president of the 
International Woman’ Suffrage associa- 
tion (both of them prominent women 
in the national W. C. T. U.), made 
strong speeches in favor of equal 
rights for women. Burt I did not tell 
them that our own Mary Harris Armor, 
whom Mrs. Lillian M. W. Stevens, pre: 

t of the national W. C. T. U., in- 
ced to the va audience as “The 
ia breeze and cyclone.” and how 

OUR MARY excelled them all in mak- 
ing a strong and convincing speech in 
favor of woman suffrage. 

Mrs. Armor !s a member of the 
Georgia Woman's Suffrage association 
and {t is not impossible that she will 
do telling work for the enfranchise- 
ment of the women of Georgia in the 
very nea future. Very soon, The 
Union Signal will give a report of that 
marvelous suffrage speech of Mrs, 
\rmor's and I hope all our women will 
read It carefully. 

Suffrage at the Convention. 

Time was when the words “woman 
suffrage” were not to be mentioned in 
a W. C. T. U. convention in Georgia. 
Not so today, The women are getting 
used to the sound and do not "shy 
as in former years, The pastor of the 
Methodist church in Bainbridge told 
the members of the Ge W. C.T.U. 
they could do and say anything they 
desired in that church. Twenty-three 
yeurs ago we were told not to mention 
Woman suffrage in a house of the Liv- 
ing God, that lt was rank heresy and 
| not to be tolerated 

‘The Georgia Woman's Suffrage as- 
sociation sent fraternal greetings 
which were received with thanks and 
appreciation and ordered spread upon 

the minutes. Hon. Seaborn Wright an- 
nounced himself as being in favor of 
woman suffrage, and declared the 
women wouldghave to enforce the law, 
for the men would not. A motion was 
made to add the franchise department 
to the plan of work, as !t had been 
| for years, in all but six southern state 
unions, and it was defeated by fewer 
votes than it had ever received against 
it in the past when a similar motion 
| had been presented. The signs of the 
times indicate that it will not be long 
before the six southern states will fall 

into line with the national W. C. T. U

Voting at Home, 

The new election laws of Wisconsi 
and South Dakota have spiked on 
antl-suffrage gun inasmuch as_ they 
provide for the mailing of ballots by 
men unable to go to the polls. Men 
physically unable to go to the polls 
certainly cannot go to war, as the op- 
ponents of woman suffrage olaim all 
voters should be able to do. _In fact, 
two guns are spiked, for if voting by 
mail is legal, mother can register her 
will without’ leaving elther the baby 
or the baking. 


Suffrage Situation In Canade. 

Woman suffrage is making progress 
in Canada. Four years ago the Ca 
nadian press was practically closed to 
the question of suffrage. Today there 
are few, if any, Canadian papers which 
do not discuss it. As a measure of the 
rising tide of discussion all over the 
Dominion, the formation of an anti-sut- 
frage society in Toronto is significant. 
Toronto has six suffrage associations. 
Ottawa, Fort Willlam and Port Arthur 
each have live societies and several 
other places in Ontario have the be- 
ginnings of such. In Vancouver, Vic- 
torla and New Westminster, the marri- 
age disqualification for tha municipal 
franchise has been removed. Woman 
suffrage bills were during the last ses- 
sion before all the provincial parlia- 
ments of Canada, except in Quebec, 
where the existence of two nationalities 
makes the work difficult.

The World’s Mysteries 


DID PETER |. DESERVE THE NAME OF “GREAT?” 


When [van of Russia died, “suddenly, 
in 1696, leaving two minor daughters and 
no sons, his brother, Peter, proclaimed him- 
self czar.” His administration of the office 
of the greatest autocrat in Europe is a study 
that historians have found a great difficulty 
in attempting. to solve and properly dis- 
sect. The official historians of Russia have 
given him the title of “The Great” and they 
have .been followed by many historians of 
other countries, until the thoughtless will 
imagine that he is entitled to that distinc- 
tion, One of the independent Russian writ- 
ers satd that they had forgotten to add that 
the qualification “great” should be followed 
by “scoundrel.” ind that only for the sake 
of brevity he was called * 

That sarcastic remark, many historians 
belleve, is so well founded that it is im- 
possible to understand how some. people have 
been able to concede to Peter any merits as 
a civiliser. According to his cgntempora- 

es Peter traveled, studied and civilized his 
countr; But in the eighteenth century the 
German. countries, in which Peter spent most 
of his time, had very few elements of cul- 
ture. The truth is that Peter did not care 
in the slightest for spreading true civiliza- 
tion in his country, and all he wanted was 
to make autocracy firm and lasting. 

Peter's reforma began by rooting up the 
republican idea which had then a firm hold 
on the people. He abolished the election 
of officials and judges: Intrpduded division 
Into castes; originated fourfeen classes of 
officials; violated the freedom of the church 
by abolishing the authority of the patriarch 
and substituted a synod controlled by the 
czars. Finally he crowned his efforts as 
a eivilizer and reformer by making the peas- 
ants slaves to the noblemen. 

‘These civilizing propensities were appre- 
ciated by Peter's subjects so much that the 
big bell, which used to ring for the gather- 
ing of the Dumas In Moscow, resounded 
alarm. Peter quenched the rebellion in w 
sea of blood. Because Peter objected to 
the wearing of long beards and of jack- 
boots, and his subjects dared to resent, 5,000 
of them were sentenced to death. The cazar's 
ministers competed for the prize as to which 
should execute the greatest number, and it 
was won by the czar's favorite, Menshikoy 
Those historians who dare tell of these

body could get wised un. 

In due time, however, the other 
folks got “next.” after which all hands 
fell for the art—which simple 
enough if the batsmen have the neces- 
sary “class—and used it to the limit. 
That was a good many years ago. 

Sul later it began to wane with the 
Orioles and then they took up the 
meek and lowly bunt and whiffed the 
whole bluoning shcoting match to the 
hog train with the “sacrifice” game 
as they had previously done with the 
“hit and run” stunt 

Collins and Bunts. 

The meteoric advent of Jimmy Col- 
Iins, of the Bostons, aowever, put a 
crimp in the Orioles’ bunting that 
couldn't be straightened out with a 
crowbar, Collins, in my opinion, was 
stronger on fielding bunts than any 
vther third baseman ever developed In 
baseball.

The picking of an all-southern team is always a job that must necessarily 
be more or less guesswork, as it is practically impossible for anyone to see 
every team: in even one game. 

Even this would not be much help. because a player should be selected for 
his work throughout the whole season rather than for his work in any one 
particular game. 

At least, that is the way the writer is going to look at it, and certain play- 
ers that might otherwise be eligible nre not to be considered because of their 
absence from the game during very critical times during the season. 

Very prominent among these are Brown and Morgan, of Vanderbilt; very 
good men and very probably all-southern players, but, as far as their value to 
Vanderbilt from an S. I A. A. standpoint is concerned, they might just as well 
have not been In college. Another man 1s Taylor, of Auburn; he was the most 
important man in Auburn's defense system, and very important in the offense 
as well. Taylor was no help in the last three games, because of injuries, and 
cannot be considered 

While the writer has seen nearly all the strong teams play, there ure 
some he has not seen, and so an injustice may be done to some good players 
that he has hot seen, but about whose work he is governed entirely by {ndi- 
rect report. 

A man also is lable to do an injustice to some of his own players because 
he Knows their weakness, seeing them every day and only seeing other play- 
ers perhaps when going at the top of their stride. One {s also liable to lean 
backward when dealing with his own players. for the fear ¢hat he will show 
them any partiality. 

It is, then, with all these misgivings that I undertake the task of express- 
Ing one among many opinions of what an all-southern team should be 
composed of: e 
‘The Center Trio. 

Iam going to bunch the three center men, because the Auburn center trio, 
individually and collectively, outplayed everything they went against this 
year. Pitts, at center, was easily the best of the year; an accurate passer, a 
hard charger on the offense, and a terror to opponents on the defense. He 
knew how to use his hands on breaking through, and his eyes were always 
wide open. 

Thigpen was the best guard of the year: shifty, aggressive, with plenty of 
weight, he is all-southern by big margin. He was perhaps the most consistent 
player in the Auburn line, amd just the kind of steady player that a good 
guard ought to be. 

Lockwood, at the other guard, was hampered a good deal by injuries, but 
he played In nearly all the important games, and was always prominent by his 
work. Not as shifty as Thigpen, he was still impervious to any assault around 
his territory, and occasionally surprised opponents by breaking through and 
nailing the runner, for a loss. The average of the year on centers was not up 
to the usual 8. I. A. A, standard. 

‘The next best guards were Malone, of Georgia, and Klock, of L. 8. U, 
Malone was valuable as an interferer. and was occasionally used to carry the 
ball, while Klock played a very aggressive and hard game against Auburn. If 
Wynne, of Auburn, could have been Kept at guard, he would have been as good 
as any; but his work was interfered with a great deal by being played in 
several positions. 

Steed, of Auburn, was a good center, but had Pitts ahead of him, and so 
were Putnam, of Vanderbilt, and Loeb, of Tech. 

The Tackles. 


There are more candidates for the tackle positions. There were a good 
many fair tackles. but no really great ones, except perhaps Brown, of Vander- 
bilt. who is omitted for reasons already mentioned. If Louisell, of Auburn, 
had not been hampered by, injuries most of the year, I would choose him, and 
if I had to pick a combination at the end of the season to play any other 
combination, I would take him for tackle. His kicking Is, also, a very im- 
portant factor. He was out a good deal of the time, however. 

Perhaps the best and most consistent tackle of the year was Schiletter.. 
of Clemson. He is heavy, aggressive, and.a hard man to handle. He has held” 
his own, and has mostly outplayed every man he bas been against this season. 
For the other tackle, I will pick a player who, while he has not played that 
position, showed every indication that he could play it. and play it well. 

Dutton, of L. 8. U., played a roving center against Auburn, sometimes* 
coming through at guard, sometimes at tackle, but always boring and tearing 
things up. He gave Auburn’ more trouble than any lineman this year.’ Eslinger, 
of Auburn, was a good, steady player in this position, ae was also Turnes, 
of Georgia. ze 

The Ends. 7 

Robinson, at right end for Auburn, was the best end of the year, and It wat 
nearly impossible to get him out of the way. Enoch Brown, of Vanderbilt, was 
also Rood. but not ax good ay last year. The cares of being captain and trying 
to help out a weak line interfered with the effectiveness of his work. Kearley, 
of Auburn, is a good end that was spoiled by being shifted to the backfield in 
an effort to add wgight to that department. He worked well in the backfield, 
and In the Georgia’ game played as good a game at the end as anyone of the 
year. Conklin, of Georgia, was another good, consistent player. 

Halfbacks. , z 

In the backfield, there is no trouble about the halfback positions, as Newell 
and McWhorter stood head and shoulders above everyone else, though I did 
not think that McWhorter was quite as good as he was last year. They are 
both fast, shifty, and capable of standing all sorts of punishment.

CONFEDERATES WOULD 
ACCEPT U.S. PENSIOMS 


So Declares J. H. Shelnutt, De- 
nying Statement Made By 
Mrs. White. 


Emphatically denying the recently- 
published statement made at the U. D. 
C. convention in New Orleans by Mrs. 


| White, to the effect thata “great ma- 
jJority 


of the Confederate veterans 
would not acceft a pension from the 
government.” J. H. Shelnutt, of At- 
lanta, an ardent confederate, declared 
yesterday that practically all the vet- 
erans would accept such a pension. 
He takes the position that the United 


| States government owes It to the south 


to grant pensions to the confederate 
veterans and that those who wouldn't 
accept would be few and far between. 

“I unhesitatingly say that it would 
be a very small minority indeed that 
would not accept pensions,” said Mr. 
Shelnutt. “First. because we believe 
that it is due us, for, more reasons 
than one, second, ‘because soon after 
the war the national government en- 


lacted laws giving pensions to all the 


disabled union soldiérs, thereby putting 
a tax upon the whole people that now 
amounts to between $15,000,000 and 
$20.000.000 annually. and the southern 
Siates have paid thelr prorata share 
unmurmuringly for nearly fifty years 
again because of the enormo load 
that the south has been carrying in 
trying to educate the millions of ne- 
groes turned loose upon us by the gov- 
ernment and because of the tax laid 
upon southern farmers in the years 
following the war, amounting to be- 
tween  $60.000.000 and —$100,009,000, 
which the supreme court of the | 
States has held was illegally collec 
from the south and which the national 
government was holding illegally 

“We feel that we are really not ask- 
ing the national government for one 
penny,” continued Mr. Shelnutt, “but 
that we would only be receiving what 
rightfully belongs to us. Now, if con- 
gress should reimburse the south for 
what has heen illegally collected from 
us, the state of Georgia's pro rata part 
would be between $10,000,000 and 3$i6,- 
000,000—enough to make decent pen- 
sions for all, if it could be paid into 
our state treasury to increase the con- 
federate veterans’ pensions now being 
paid 

“We again say that we don't feel 
there is any humiliation in simply aske 
Ing for our own, with the United States 
owing this debt to the southern states. 
And if the government will give to each 
confederate veteran a sufficient pension 
for the remainder of his days—and it 
will be but a few brief years, at any 
rate. before they will all have depart-

For Increase in Freight Rates 


Immense Mass of Figures 
Presented by the Roads. 
Would Not Increase High 
Cost of Living? 


New York, November 29.—(Special.)— 
Even Wall street. with its finished 
training in the science of statistics, 
|was dumbfounded this week by the 
masa of figures submitted by the east- 
jern railroads in arguing the needs of a 
5 per cent increase in freight rates. To 
|the ordinary statistician, the mere sug- 
;Bestion of arriving at the ten-year 
average gross earnings, detailed ex- 
Penses, assets, liabilities, etc, of a 
|single railroad like the Pennsylvania 
| Would be appalling. The evidence sub- 
jmitted at Washington this week, how- 

not only included the ten-year 
javerage results of individual roads, but 
the ten-year average of forty-nine sep- 
arate companies treated as one system. 
Such a task, even with the help of a 
battery of adding machines, would 
never be undertaken by any one but 
an executive cffictal accustomed to do- 
jing things on a big scale. Daniel Wil- 
lard, president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Samuel Rea, president of the 
Pennsylvania, ordered the tons and tons 
of figured which were dumped on the 
Interstate commerce commission dur- 
ing the first two da; of the hearing. 

When the totals, were reached WIl- 
lard and Rea found themselves dealing 
with such items as property Invest- 
ment $6,280,571,611 Rrcss earnings, 
$1,386,073. operating expenses, 

4.314.319 tons of freight 
hauled one mile, 160.000.000.000, etc. 

Those figures’ were presented in such 
workmanlike shape, however, that it Is 
not difficult to follow the Hne of argu- 
ment. n brief, the statements show 
that the forty-nine rallroads now be- 
fore the commission own 53,530 miles 
a! roadway, with 116,233 miles of track.

That day will 
come just as soon as the laboring man 
is able to understand that he individu- 
ally is paying the price of steadily in- 
creasing Wages, shorter hours, exira- 
crew, laws, etc. in the steady reduc- 
tion which Is taking place in the buy. 
ing power of his wages.

Stock broker know :and yet there 
is not one in a hundred that takes 
the ordinary business precaution of 
laying aside part of the profits for a 
bull market. When the ticker is buz- 
zing aWay the stock broker habitually 
spends money without thought of the 
morrow. That characteristic explains 
why Wall street is frequently in the 
dumpr. Despite Wall street's present 
fit of gloom, a number of men can be 
found in the financial district who 
firmly believed that the turning point 
for the better in general trade and 
stock market conditins is only a short 
way off. 

During the past week Wallstreet has 
heen flooded with rumors of terrible 
things that are about to happen. Ru- 
mors of that character invariably mark 
the end of a long decline in prices. It 
means that speculators who are short 
of the market arealarmed over their 
position and are trying to frighten in- 
vestors into selling and thus furnish 
stocks to settle the short commitments.
